In Paris It la llegarded as a Tlctnry for 
the Bepublle Mid an Acknowledged 
Fallnre of the Mm Whe Led tke strag- 
■le 0er Ita Overthrew — The CtoTernment 
Will Porbld » Greet DIapIar In Pnrta 
Over His Funeral. 

Pabis, Oct. 3.— The saicide of Bon- 
laagw li fMOgniNd here diatinotively 
as • victory for the repabllc, and an ac- 
knowledgment of failure bjr the man 

who led the stnitrtfle for its overthrow. 

A Berlin disjiatc-h Hftvn that while 
nothing Ik naiJ that commitH hifjh utfi- 
cialfl to an exprepsion on the Hni)ject, 
the news of tlie suicide evidently was 
not gratifying in government circles, it 
being looked tqion as tlie dis;ipi>earance 
of a man who lind not exhausted his 
ability to injure France. 

In St. Petersburg, on the other hand, 
the news was regarded na that of a 
French victory. It is believed that it 
will put an end to the Pioulangists as a 
Bei)arate and desperate faction, for the 
rea.son that they wUl hftT* no OOe to 
look to an a le.ider. 

Madame Boulanger. widow of General 
Boulanger, is residing at Versailles. On 
being informed of the tragical de.ith of 
her husband, fainted. .Sinre then she 
has been in a state of the deepest de- 
jection, and apjiarently in Dvercniue witli 
grief. 

In an interview with the Pari.s repre- 
sentative i >f the I'liited I'l'ess. a chief of 
bureau in tlie war otTire exjjressed very 
cleaily the \ iews of tlie otlicial military 
clatss on the snbjwt of General Eoulan- 
ger'g stiicide. and the proposition of the 
Patriotio league to accord the dead gen - 
eral a pdme fonenl in^ tha itrMtB of 

Paris. 

The chief said: "'There is no French- 
man, of whatever party or faction, who 
does not honor tlie memory of Bou- 
langer for his military services to 
France, and for the wounds he received 
in her defense. It is, however, no new 
thing for Frenchmen to fight bravely, 
and on very general principles, for the 
country, nor to receive, with more or 
less composure or philosophy, grievous 
bodily hurts in the same cause. 

'•There, however, with well-wishers 
of the country, admiration for the j>er- 
BonaKty of the man must stop. I my- 
§elf am, by instinct, training and serv- 
ice, a soldier, but I never have failed to 
deplore the wretched role enacted by 
Boulanger from the moment he, while 
head of this office, attempted to corrupt 
the conatitnencies, terrorize the cham- 
ber and prostitute tlie urmy, and all 
that he mi^'ht advance hia vulgar 
fortunes at the e.xpenso of the life, aafety 
and uerpet.uation of the constitutionfd 
reptiblic. 

"He was charged with, tried and 
found guilty of conspiracy and trea»<on. 
He fled from France before that trial 
begun, and the man who met the down- 
fall of hia personal ambition and tha 
losa of his mistress and frienda with iqI- 
cide, was then not brave enongh to con- 
front a court of France with a defense 
of bis honor, either ai a man or a 
patriot. 

"I have not one word to aay about 
the dead general's private life. That is 
a matter not germane to the questions 
you ask me V" 

With regard to a possible attempt by 
the Patriotic league to have a public 
funeral in Paris, the official said: 
"There will be no great demonstr-'itive 
funeral pageant for General Boulanger 
either here or elsewhere in France. Of 
that you may be certain. Nor do I be- 
lieve that the Patriotic league, nor its 
monarchial or imperialist allies— if the 
latter longer exist— will attempt any- 
thing of the kind. The time tor that 
sort of thinp; has passed. The republic 
wUl deal with the matter sensibly, pa- 
tiently and flnnly. It will seek to avoid 
offending the toaoeptibilities of French- 
men, howsoever miniQided they may be; 
but it will no more submit to insult 
from the followers of the dead advent- 
urer, than it would NO«iv« an affront 
from tha most potent of U^af mon- 
archy." 

Vriiat Uiiuluiul Thinks Of It. 

London, <.>ct. 2.— The Times says of 
General Botilanger's suicide: "General 
Boulanger cleared the air of Freiicii poli- 
tics. 1? the public is again menaced the 
danger will come from more upright and 
manly aspirants for power than Orleau- 
ifct or Bonajmrtist intriguers who figure 
in the Coulisses du Boulangiste." 

The News says: "Boulanger seems 
to die like Roineo, but he really dies 
like BalMi.icedii, a discredited adven- 
turer. With his eud surely ther* will 
be an end to the republic's worst trials. 
The older republics are at least as stable 
as the old mouarcliies. and much more 
stable than some of them. A pretender 
in the United States would be unthinka- 
ble, and after the Brussels event 
there is no reason why one shoufil ever 
again become a serious conception in 
France." 

The Sentinel says: "The collapse of 
General Boulanger is one of the most 
miserable and contemptible on record. 
He did his country a useful service ia 
impr^Miag distrust on adventurers like

Paris, Oct. 3.— The Debate says of the 
death of General Boulanger: "Perhaps 
he thought to be a ( 'a*sar or a Napoleon, 
though he had none of their genius. 
Harsh words are needless. His misera- 
ble life ended in a death which, although 
miaerable, waa dramatic. In all likeli- 
hood the suicida WM prompted by sin- 
cere feeling." 

The Soleil says: "It was a strange 
destiny. After living like Vitellus to 
die like Werther. Yet what a splendid 
career B<»ulanger might have had as a 
itavBltiQttbMr.

as follows. 

This, niy political tesf.ametit, I desire 
published after iny death. I sliall kill 
myself tomorrow. I ani convinced of tlio 
fiituri' iif the party to wliicli ha.^ lieeii 
given my ii iii.i . I caimut bi ar the I'riulit- 
ful 111 i'-fiM t uiie which lii-fell lue two and a 
half iiionths au'o. 1 Iimvc t#i<»il to j,'et the 
hett.rof it. Imt without success. I am 
persnjided th.U my fdllowcrH so devoted 
anil s'> nuiniTiiiis, will lieiir ine no anger 
for il s.iiipe.triiig on !i( coniit of a sorrow so 
great thiit all work li.is heconie itnpo.ssi- 
hie. l/i't tlieiii reinein' er the inii.vim, 
"I'lio ;iviilso non deficit alter." May they 
continue tiicii to act ai;rtiiisl those who, in 
scorn of alllaw, force ine to tlie far from 
niy ciumtry. 

Toinorrow I shall be a dead man. Today 
I hav^! nothing for which to reproach my- 
self. All my life I have done my duty, and 
nothing but niy duty. My death is no 
shauie to myself, but it is a shame to my 
proscribers, to those who have sought to 
brand a loyal soldier by the judgment of a 
political tribunal. I desire to recall the 
fact that many a time I have offered to 
constitute myself a prisoner, if tliey would 
accord ine coramou law judges. The hold- 
ers of ])ower in France have altrays re- 
fused tliis request, and thus an acquittal 
was made impossible. 

In quitting life I have bat one regret, 
and that is I have not died on the field of 
battle, flgbting for my coantry. That 
country will at leaat permit one of iu 
ehildreo, at tba moment of returning into 
nothingneas, to recall himself to the 
memoir of all lovers of the "patrie." 
'Vive France. Vive repablique. Done 
and signed under my hMd on thaovaof 
the day of my death.

GHASTLY TRANSACTIONS. 

Human Iloue* Sold for Six Hundred Dol- 
lars a float Load. 

San Francisco, Oct. 2.— A Shanghai 
letter says: The people of Yno Tar, iu 
district of Shoahosing, have been great- 
ly excited lately owteg to thediacovery 
that some miscreants had been opening 
graves and carrying off bodies. Three 
men and a boy nave been caught at this 
ghastly work. The men were in a boat, 
and being strangers in the district, were 
ordered to stop by some of the people, 
who had formed thanMClvea into • vigil- 
ance committee. 

The men proceeded, throwing over- 
board a number of bags. They were 
pur.siied, and finding themselves over- 
taken jumped overboard. Finally they 
were captured and some of the ba^s 
were fished up and found to contain 
dead men's bodies, upon which the 
country people stoned the three men to 
death. The boy wivs brought before the 
authorities for trial, wlien he confessed 
tiiat lie and the men were hired by other 
men to break open graves and steal the 
bones, for which they were ji.iid sfiidl) a 
boat load. What they wanted the buues 
for is a mystery. 

IMMENS E. WHEAT CROP. 

Vast Onantltlaa of Grain Handled at l>u- 
luth, Minnesota. 

DVLCTH. Oct. 2.— Wednesday night 
ended the first thirty days of tiie crop 

year of 1S!)1, and there has been handled 
here in that time almost as much wheat 
as was received d\iring the entire twelve 
months of the year just preceding. The 
figures stanu as follows: Crop year of 
ISao, receipts, IH.^oa.-KM bushels: ship- 
ments, lt).18:.',72}t bushels. September, 
1891, receipts, 132,(111 bushels: ship- 
ments, 6,804,092 bushels. 

This month has been by 2,400,000 bush- 
els the largest ever known here in re 
ceipts of wheat. It has also beaten the 
rcK'ord in shii inents by 1,800,000 bushels. 

The records of former years, especial- 
ly when crops have been good, show Oc- 
tober and November to nave exceedetl 
September in business. It is therefore 
sate to put tne receipts of wheat on the 
Dnluth board of trade for the three 
months before the close of navigation at 
25,000,000 bushels. 

Gravel Train Wrvoked. 

Dayton, ()., Oct. 2.— A gravel train 
on the Cincinnati divsion of the Big 
Four, backed into a handcar near Car- 
rollton station at .'^i:;!0 yesterday even- 
ing. The caboose became detached and 
rolled down an embankment, while 
thirteen loaded gravel cars pilwl on top 
of each other. Conductor Samuel Mor- 
ris, of Mechanicsburg. O., who was on 
top of the caboose wlien it went over, 
waa instantly killed, his lK)dy being 
horribly crushed. Seven workmen in- 
side the caboose were seriously but not 
fatally injured. They were brought to 
the hospital in this city. Their namee 
are John Flanigaii, Frank Kershener, 
Terry McCormick, Miohal Pender, John

zier.

PiTTSBi'Kd, Oct. 1.— A general strike 
of railroad coal miners of the Pittsburg 
district was inaugurated yesterday in 
aocordanoa with the action taken at 
Wedneeday's convention* Reports have 
not been rj^-civcd from all the mines, 
bnt it is estimated that close on to lO.OtW 
men ijuit work and all the railroad 
mines have ceased operation. They are 
firm for the three and one-half cent rate, 
and aeiert that Ui«y will xamain oat nn- 
til It h conceded \if tha opiraton. A 
Idiitr and bitter struggle is probable. 

'I'lie ininiTs' national e.Tecutive com- 
mit tie h;is rclurni'd to ('olumbns, O.. 
and is in session in that city, consider- 
ing. It is stated, on reliable authority, 
plans for a general demand for increascil 
waues in al! mines in Pennsylvania, < ihio. 
Indiana aiiil llliiiuis. The demands, it 
is said, will be ])resented to the coal 
operators in Ohio, Indiana and Illiuois 
within a few days.

One Thousand Printers Strike. 
PmsBUno, Oct. 2.— The journeymen 
Job printers of Pittsbtirg and Allegheny 
Mva itarnok for seven and a half cents 
increase and shorter hours. About 1,000 
men are out, and nearly all the Job of- 
fices have shut down.

RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 



Ten of th« Culort-d Kioters Shot Down kjr 
a Mob. 

MiCHPUis, Oct. 2.— Ten of tha Lee 
cotmty, Ark., negroe rioters w«* rid- 
dled with bullets Wednesday, nawa of 
the tragedy having only just reached 
here. Ever sin<;e the shooting of Over- 
seer Mills the citizens of the neighbor- 
hcx)d have been in a state of excitement, 
and the affair of Wednesday was the 
culmination. 

Tuesday night Ben Patterson, leader 
of the colored rioters, w!u> had been 
badly wounded, was put on board a 
steamer iu charge of a deputy sheriff. 
At Hackter's landing fifteen men armed 
with Winchesters lK)arded it and de- 
manded P.itterson. The trembling 
wretch was i arried ashore, and as the 
boat left a Volley from tlie Winches- 
tors told the story of his fate. Hia slay 
ers then struck out across the country to 
intercept .Sljeritf Derrick, who was 
known to be i)roceeding to Marianna 
jail with nine fugitive cotton pickei-s. 
These were met a mile or so inland and 
thocriiwd toi'k the nine neLcroes from 
their guards, took them to an open spot 
in the woods and mercilessly shot them 
down. The feeling is intensely bitter 
against . I. F. Fr.mk, on wbOiaplHUft* 
tiou the trouble occurred.

Opening Session of tha Great Irish-Amer- 
ican Conirreas, 

Chic Aoo, Oct. 2.— Possibly the most 
important public gathering of the Irish 
race ever held this side of the Atlantic 
began here Thursday. It was the con- 
vention of the Irish National League of 
America and of societiee and individuals 
throQghont the United 
OMiaaa in sympathy witk 
lation. 

Central If ado hall, which haa wlt- 
neaeed many a atirrlng hiatorie eoena te 
the Irish movement for natkmbood, 
looked down upon ecorea of nnmistaka- 
bly Celtic faces aglow with anticipation 
of what might prove the stormiest and 
moat significant proceedings yet wll* 
neesed by tlMtar oowitrymen m a crava 
national crids. Tba assembling of tha 
delegates here, sfannltaneoosljr with tiM 
the great conferanoa of Oladstone's ad* 
herents at New Castle, England.

The first incident attraetiag MMral 
attention was an oatbnak of baarty 
cheering which CffSftad thawpearance 
on the stage of t». ThMoaa O^illy. of 
St. Louis. Hearty applansa qniokly fol- 
lowed as other cefebnties in Irish-Amer- 
icsn circles such M. V. Qannon, of 
(Jmaha, and Judge Jamee Fitzgerald, of 
Cincinnati, loomed into view. 

Secretary John P. Sutton caused a 
sensation at the very outset. He had 
called the convention to order and when 
the cheering greeting his appearance 
bad subsided, he proceeded to read the 
call, expressing regret at the absence of 
President Jolm Fitzgerald and "Vice 
President Patrick Martin, of Baltimore. 

Secretary Sutton said the delegates 
had come at their own expense in spita 
of a hostile public opinion, created by 
men he was sorry from his heart to say 
were Irishmen, but he urged them to 
think only of their holy cause, and put 
it at once, as it should be, on a business 
basis. 

O'Neill Ryan, of St. Louis, was intro- 
duced as the temporary chairman of the 
convention, and ue promptly launched 
into a ringing address foreshadowing 

the policy of the gathering. 

It was not until after 8 o'clock that 
the committee on credentials came in 
with its ref)ort. This document in- 
formed the 2.-10 delegates in attendance, 
and fully oii>--half of whom were Chica- 
goans, that credentials for 500 people 
bad been handed in and that the states 
of Illinois, Nf-braska. Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, Uliode Island, Wisconsin. 
Missouri, Michigan, Colorado. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio. Teniifssee, Maryland, New 
York, (ieorgia. Kansas, Louisiana, as 
well as the District of Columbia and 
Canada, were legally represented. This 
report was accsptsd with a roar of 
platise. 

The teinjKirary organization was made 
permanent after M. B. Gannnii, of 
Iowa, had 'ledined a nmnination for the 
chainnansiiip: and then tliere was 
a lengthy debate regarding the ap- 
pointment of committees ou resolution, 
linaucf and constitution. Somi? of 
the delegates wanted the commit- 
tees appointed by the chair, bnt 
against this an earnest protest wag 
raised. Delegate .Sharon, of Liwa. who 
led the objectors, declared that the ai'- 
tiiiiiH lit' tliH ccinvHntion would have to 
be abiive suspicion. The very existence 
of the or;^'a 111 nation vvas involved, and 
the coniniil tees should not only be se- 
lected by the delegates tliemseives, but 
should represent every contlii:ting opin- 
ion regarding the present condition of 
affairs in In land. Finally after several 
Votes this view prevailed, and the state 
delegations went into caucus to name 
their coiniaitteemeti. This process 
consum»'d the balance of the afternoon, 
and a reo-ss was taken nntil 10 on Fri- 
day morning. 

DENM ARK'S DE CWEl

WASHmOTON, Oct. 2.— The state de- 
partment has received from Mr. Inger- 
slev, Danish minister of the interior, a 
copy of a decree removing the prohibi- 
tion on American pork imported into 
Denmark. Tha daeroa reads: 

The prohibition notified ia the decree of 
the minister of the interior of March 10, 
1888, against tha importation lata thta 
country from the United States of North 
Amerioa of perk and unmanutaetnred 
swine product,s, iaoluding swine bladders 
and uaporified steam lard, is hneby with- 
drawn as rsgatds theee pcoduets whiah are 
furnished with oertiflcates under the hands 
of the proper authorities to the efltot that 
the article in queetton before leaving tha 
United States, has been subjected ta aa ea> 
amUtation ia compUaaoe with the legisla- 
tion in force in the states and has been de- 
clared at such examlnatien to be found un- 
tainted, aouud and fit for human food. * 
This degree takes effect at once. 

Boy Mysterlouily MUaliii;. 
iNDIANAPOUfl, Oct. 2.— Frank, tha 
fifteen-year-old son of Herman Harmon^ 
ing, a well known German, has been tik' 
sent from his home since Monday morn- 
ing. As the boy had no cause whatever 
for staying away, his home being one of 
the most pleasant and comfortable, his 
failure to appear cannot be explained. It 
is feared an accident haa befallen him, 
or he has been foully dealt with, but as 
he had no money nor superfluous cloth- 
inp, tha latter tneory is unfotmded. The .

Typhoid Fever In Chicago. 

Chr'aoo, Oct. 2.— The News says 
typhoid fever has been more or less 
prevalent in some sections of the city 
for many months, iu fact it is never 
wholly absent. Recently it has assumed 
an epidemic form, and is so prevalent 
that physicians and nnrsea have no time 
to ba interviewed, and eases are crowd- 
ing falta hospitals in large numbers. A

He 
guarantees .fl 2 T,u(M) interest per annum 
on bonds and a 4 per cent, dividend on 
stock, $86,000, giving a total of fixed 
charges guaranteed of $213,000 per year.

Indianapolis, Oct. 2.— The German 
Evangelical conference entered upon its 
work yesterday with addresses from 
Bishops Esper and Bowman, in which 
both referred to the troublcH in the 
church. Bishop Bowman reviewed the 
history of tiie thurcli rebellion, which 
he compared to the rebellion which 
brought about the civil war. and said 
that the minority was desjwtic in itself, 
as it sought to rule an overwhelming 
majority. He said that the church had 
been prosiH'rous notwithtitanding the 
desertions, and had done well in -every 
branch.
